NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF 
THE  AREA. 

The  area  of  the  I^orough  is  8,472  acres.  The  population 
estimated  by  Registrar  General  to  middle  of  1935  is  64,720 ; 
and  it  is  upon  this  figure  that  the  calculations  in  this  Report 
have  been  based. 

Physical  Features  of  the  Area.  Chesterfield  is  built 
mainly  on  clay,  but  there  are  also  areas  of  rock,  shale  and 
coal,  rendering  the  whole  drainage  of  the  ground  much 
better  than  if  wholly  consisting  of  clay. 

Social  Conditions  of  the  Area.  The  social  conditions 
uf  the  Borough  are  mainly  industrial,  the  chief  occupations 
of  the  inhabitants  being  Coal  Mining,  Engineering,  Pottery- 
making, Box-making,  and  the  manufacture  of  Surgical 
Dressings. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

(a)  The  estimated  population  of  the  Borough  at  mid- 
1935  was  64,720,  as  against  an  estimate  in  1934  of  64,590, 
an  increase  of  130. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  Borough  in  1935  was 
£352,148,  the  product  of  a penny  rate  being  £1,384,  as 
against  the  corresponding  figures  of  £345,857  and  £1,358 
for  1934. 

(b)  Births.  The  total  number  of  births  in  the  Borough 
was  1,018,  giving  a birth  rate  of  15.7  as  against  a rate  of 
15.3  in  1934.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for 
1935  was  14.7. 

On  examining  the  number  of  births  in  the  various 
wards  of  the  Borough,  it  will  be  seen  that  Rother  (18.1%) 
and  the  Newbold  (12.2%)  wards  have  the  highest  percent- 
age of  the  total  births,  while  the  St.  Helen’s  (4.1%)  and  the 
New  Whittington  (5.5%)  wards  have  the  lowest  percentage. 

Natural  Increase.  The  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
was  267,  giving  a rate  of  4.1  per  1,000  of  population. 

( c;  Deaths.  During  1935,  751  deaths  took  place,  giving 
a crude  death  rate  of  11.6  and  an  adjusted  death  rate  of 
13.2,  as  compared  with  rates  of  10.8  and  12.5  for  1934. 
The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.7. 
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The  biggest  percentage  of  deaths  occurred  in  the  Rother 
(11.3%)  and  the  Newbold  (11.2%)  wards,  and  the  lowest 
percentage  in  the  St.  Helen’s  (5.2%)  and  the  New  Whit- 
tington (5.8%)  wards. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  highest  and  lowest  percentages 
of  both  births  and  deaths  are  recorded  in  the  same  wards. 

Age  Distribution  and  Causes  of  Death.  The  total 
number  of  deaths  during  the  year  is  53  more  than  the  figure 
for  last  year,  and  this  is  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  there 
were  40  more  deaths  from  Heart  Disease  due  to  the  severity 
of  the  autumn  and  early  winter.  There  is  nothing  to  record 
in  the  way  of  any  special  disease  prevalence  or  cause  of 
death  during  the  period  under  review.  There  are  no  con- 
ditions of  occupation  or  environment  which  appear  to  have 
had  a prejudicial  effect  on  health. 

Infants  under  one  year  and  adults  over  55  show  the 
greatest  number  of  deaths,  these  two  age  groups  accounting 
for  572  of  the  total. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 

There  have  been  no  alterations  in  the  hospital  accom- 
modation during  the  period  under  review. 

Further  particulars  of  the  hospitals  provided  or  sub- 
sidised by  the  Local  Authority  or  by  the  County  Council 
will  be  found  in  Appendix  24. 

Ambulance  Facilities.  Motor  ambulances  are  provided 
for  the  removal  of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  and  also  for 
use  in  non-infectious  cases. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres.  Particulars  under  this 
heading  will  be  found  in  Appendix  23. 

Public  Health  Staff.  Owing  to  the  continuous  extra 
work  in  connection  with  housing,  the  Council  sanctioned  the 
appointment  of  an  additional  sanitary  inspector  and  Mr. 
Drabble  was  appointed  to  this  position.  The  only  change 
in  the  staff  of  the  department  during  the  year  was  the 
appointment  of  Miss  Moore  as  Health  Visitor  in  place  of 
Miss  Hughes  resigned. 

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

.Skilled  professional  nursing  in  the  homes  of  the  people 
is  provided  for  general  medical  and  surgical  cases  and  for 
certain  infectious  diseases,  by  the  visiting  Nursing  Service 
of  the  Borough  Welfare  Committee  of  the  Corporation. 
The  Corporation  pay  an  annual  grant  of  £255  for  specific 
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services  rendered  by  the  Nurses  in  the  home-nursing  of 
^Measles,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  Whooping  Cough, 
Puerperal  Fever,  Enteritis  and  Poliomyelitis. 

An  important  development  in  the  work  of  the  Nursing 
Service  was  carried  through  during  the  year  when  it  was 
decided  to  affiliate  to  the  Queen’s  Institute  of  District 
Nursing,  such  affiliation  actually  taking  place  in  April. 
There  have  been  various  staff  changes.  Three  nurses 
preferred  not  to  take  the  necessary  Queen’s  training  and 
accordingly  resigned,  and  their  places  were  filled  by  fully 
trained  Queen’s  Nurses.  Two  members  of  the  staff  renewed 
their  membership  of  the  Queen’s  Institute  and  Mrs.  Funnell 
was  appointed  Superintendent  Nurse. 

A summary  of  the  work  of  the  nurses  during  1935 
will  be  found  in  Appendix  22. 

Midwives.  There  are  25  midwives  in  practice  in  the 
Borough.  One  of  the  midwives,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Central  Mid  wives  Board,  undertakes  the  district  training  of 
pupils  from  the  Corporation  Maternity  Home. 

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes.  At  the  beginning  of 
1935  there  were  seven  Homes  in  the  Borough  registered 
under  the  Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act,  1927,  two  as 
Nursing  Homes  only  and  five  as  Maternity  Homes  only. 
Each  Home  has  been  conducted  in  a satisfactory  manner 
during  the  year.  No  orders  were  made  refusing  or  cancel- 
ling registration,  and  one  application  for  exemption  was 
made  on  behalf  of  the  Chesterfield  and  North  Derbyshire 
Royal  Hospital,  and  this  was  granted. 

Chemical  Work.  The  analysis  of  food  and  drugs  is 
carried  out  for  the  Corporation  by  Messrs.  A.  H.  Allan  & 
Partners,  of  Sheffield.  Mr.  John  Evans,  of  this  firm,  is  the 
Public  Analyst  for  the  Borough.  Full  particulars  of  the 
work  will  be  found  in  Appendix  37. 

Legislation  in  Force.  All  particulars  relating  to  the 
legislation  in  force  in  the  Borough  will  be  found  in 
Appendix  21. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water.  Generally  speaking,  the  water  supply  is 
abundant  and  of  good  quality.  The  installation  of  softening 
plants  at  the  pumping  stations  now  ensures  that  no  water  is 
supplied  having  a greater  hardness  than  6°.  The  Board  are 
taking  steps  to  minimise  any  risk  of  pollution  which  may 
arise  on  the  Linacre  Gathering  Ground  and  monthly  bacteri- 
ological analyses  are  being  made  to  check  the  results. 
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Analysis  of  the  various  water  supplies  of  the  Borough 
will  be  found  in  Appendix  42. 

Rivers  mid  Streams.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to 
take  any  action  under  this  heading  during  the  period  under 
review. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  Particulars  of  new  sewers 
laid  during  the  year  will  be  found  in  Appendix  41. 

Sewage  Disposal.  Throughout  the  year  the  full  flow 
of  sewage  has  been  dealt  with,  and  without  nuisance  to  the 
surrounding  districts.  Investigation  for  inflows  of  subsoil 
water  is  still  being  carried  out.  The  percentage  purification 
effected  on  the  effluent  from  Crude  Sewage  maintained  an 
average  of  88%  throughout  the  year. 

Sludge  Disposal.  A scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation 
for  overcoming  the  lack  of  capacity  at  the  Digestion  Plant 
and  Primary  Settling  Tanks,  and  it  is  hoped  to  present  this 
to  the  Council  in  the  next  year. 

Closet  Accommodation.  The  types  of  convenience  used 
in  connection  with  dwellinghouses  are  shown  by  Ward 
incidence  in  the  Appendix,  from  which  it  will  be  noted  that 
there  are  15,683  W.C.s,  227  Trough  and  Slop  Water  Closets 
and  118  Privies,  the  latter  type  being  confined  to  those  out- 
lying portions  of  the  Borough  which  are  not  supplied  with 
sewerage  or  main  water  supply. 

The  small  outfall  works  and  pumping  plant  near  the 
Sheffield  Road  northern  boundary  of  the  Borough  was 
completed  and  the  work  of  conversion  of  the  privies  of  the 
twenty-five  houses  in  that  locality  was  well  advanced  by  the 
year-end. 

During  the  year,  19  privies  and  27  slop  water  closets 
were  converted  into  W.C.s. 

Scavenging.  During  the  year  a dust  catcher  has  been 
erected  in  conjunction  with  the  incinerators  in  order  to 
eliminate  atmospheric  pollution  by  the  discharge  of  dust  and 
other  burnt  material  from  the  incinerators. 

The  Cleansing  Committee  have  also  adopted  a new  type 
of  vehicle  known  as  the  Scammell  Mechanical  Horse  and 
Container  for  the  collection  of  refuse.  The  rear  end  of  the 
container  is  completely  covered  so  as  to  reduce  the  dust 
nuisance  when  loading  to  a minimum. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.  Details  of  this  work 
will  be  found  in  the  appropidate  appendices. 

Smoke  Abatement.  During  the  year,  154  half-hourly 
observations  were  taken  from  19  works’  chimneys,  resulting 
in  an  average  number  of  minutes  of  black  smoke  per 
observation  for  the  total  number  of  observations  of  .7. 
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On  seven  occasions  the  Byelaws,  which  allow  a 
maximum  of  3 minutes  of  black  smoke  in  any  continuous 
pe^iod  of  30  minutes,  were  exceeded.  Representations  were 
made  to  the  owners  of  the  works  concerned  but  no  legal 
procedings  were  taken. 

Premises  Controlled  by  Regulations  or  Byelazvs.  The 
number  and  character  of  these  places  will  be  found  in 
Appendix  34. 

Coniinon  Lodging  Houses.  By  reference  to  the 
appendix,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  still  four  registered 
Common  Lodging  Houses  for  men  only,  having  a total 
accommodation  of  304  beds.  One  of  the  four  is  the 
Municipal  Hostel,  owned  and  carried  on  by  the  Corporation, 
and  which  has  160  beds. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act.  One  hundred  and  seven 
visits  were  made  to  factories  and  workshops  during  the  year, 
and  a summary  of  these  visits  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

Offensive  Trades.  The  total  number  of  these  trades, 
which  include  fried  fish  shops,  is  72.  These  are  shown  by 
an  asterisk  in  the  appendix.

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  and  Improvements  to 
Covashed  and  Dairy  Premises.  The  number  of  farms  where 
milk  is  produced  is  64  and  the  total  number  of  cowsheds  87. 

During  the  year,  works  of  improvement  were  carried 
out  on  16  premises  and  these  included  8 sheds  which  were 
entirely  re-modelled  internally.  Improved  lighting  and 
ventilation,  etc.,  were  provided  in  other  cases,  while  9 dairies 
were  newly  built. 

The  majority  of  improvements  were  carried  out  as  a 
result  of  informal  notices,  but  formal  notices  were  served 
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in  respect  of  three  premises,  and  two  of  these  were  out- 
standing at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Milk  (Special  Dedynaiions)  Order,  1923.  There  are 
no  premises  in  the  Borough  where  designated  milk  is  pro- 
duced. The  Clay  Cross  Company,  at  Coney  Green  Farm, 
Clay  Cross,  possess  a .Supplementary  Licence  for  the  distri- 
bution of  Grade  A milk  in  the  Borough,  while  in  addition, 
the  Derbyshire  Pure  Milk  Company,  Ltd.,  of  Sheffield,  have 
a Supplementary  Licence  for  the  sale  of  Certified  and 
Pasteurised  Milk. 

Bacteriological  Examination  of  Milk.  During  the  year 
99  primary  mixed  samples  of  milk  from  987  cows  were 
examined  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli.  Sixty-five 
samples  were  from  producers  of  milk  in  the  Borough  and 
34  from  outside  producers  retailing  their  milk  in  the 
Borough. 

Three  primary  mixed  samples,  the  yield  of  29  cows, 
were  found  to  be  infected.  A further  9 samples  were  taken 
resulting  in  3 cows  being  identified  as  producing  infected 
milk  and  these  animals  were  subsequently  slaughtered. 

The  percentage  of  mixed  milks  found  to  be  infected 
was  3.03  per  cent.,  and  of  cows  identified  .3  per  cent. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods.  Slaughtering  operations  are 
confined  to  the  Public  Abattoir  and  to  3 private  slaughter- 
houses, two  of  which  are  used  for  pigs  only. 

Appendix  36  shows  the  numbers  and  classes  of  the 
different  animals  slaughtered,  together  with  the  weight  of 
meat  and  offals  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
It  will  be  noted  that  the  total  weight  of  meat  and  offals 
found  unfit  at  the  Abattoir  was  more  than  63f  tons,  with  an 
additional  amount  of  over  4 tons  from  the  three  private 
slaughterhouses.  Nearly  2 tons  of  various  foods  were 
voluntarily  surrendered  by  traders,  which  brought  the  total 
weight  of  all  food  found  unfit  for  human  consumption  to 
over  694'  tons.  These  figures  again  bear  striking  testimony 
to  the  value  to  the  community  of  the  more  thorough  inspec- 
tion now  made  available  by  the  provision  of  the  Public 
Abattoir.  Prior  to  the  opening  of  this  buildiiag  and  during 
the  system  of  private  slaughterhouses  all  over  the  town 
and  district,  the  highest  recorded  figure  of  meat  and 
offals  found  unfit  was  304  tons.  This  figure  is  now  more 
than  doubled. 

Three  hundred  and  forty-two  visits  were  also  paid  to 
Butchers’,  Fishmongers’  and  other  shops,  while  in  addition 
the  food  stalls  in  the  Market  were  regularly  supervised. 

The  percentage  of  Tuberculosis  found  to  any  degree 
in  the  carcases  of  the  5,214  beasts  examined  was  26.3%, 
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while  the  same  disease  incidence  among  the  12,011 
pigs  was  6.4  per  cent. 

Food  atid  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  and  Preservatives 
in  Food  Regulations.  During  the  year  233  samples  of  food 
were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  180  of  these  being  of 
milk.  Of  the  milk  samples  156  were  taken  formally  and  24 
informally,  among  the  former  were  5 “ Appeal  to  Cow  ” 
samples. 

The  number  of  primary  milk  samples  found  to  be  below 
standard  was  equal  to  a percentage  of  9.6.  The  average 
composition  of  the  whole  180  milk  samples  was  found  to 
be  Milk  Fat  3.52  per  cent.,  Solids-not-fat  8.88  per  cent. 

Xo  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  the  case  of  milk 
samples. 

One  sample  of  whisky  was  found  to  have  4.8  parts  of 
excess  water  and  the  vendor  was  fined  £5.  The  sample  of 
condensed  milk  found  not  genuine  was  from  a consignment 
of  tinned  milk  voluntarily  surrendered,  and  from  the 
result  of  the  examination  of  this  milk  some  breakdown  in 
the  sterilizing  process  appears  to  have  taken  place. 

All  other  samples  were  genuine  and  none  were  dealt 
with  other  than  by  the  Public  Analyst. 

Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911  and  1928.  There  are  no  premises 
in  the  district  affected  by  the  requirements  of  these  Acts. 

HOUSING. 

During  the  year,  437  houses  were  erected,  86  being 
built  by  the  Local  Authority  and  351  by  private  enterprise. 

The  first  portion  of  the  Slum  Clearance  (Area)  Pro- 
gramme of  120  houses  was,  with  the  exception  of  one  small 
area  of  7 houses,  completed  during  the  year.  One  hundred 
and  eighty-five  persons  from  40  of  the  houses  were  re- 
housed during  the  year  on  the  Barker  Lane  Estate.  Eighty 
houses  (including  40  houses  whose  occupants  were  re-housed 
in  1934)  were  demolished. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  140  persons  were  re-housed 
on  the  same  Estate  from  37  houses  upon  which  Demolition 
Orders  under  Section  19  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  were 
operative.  This  completed  the  occupation  of  the  138  houses 
on  the  Barker  Lane  Estate. 

A small  new  housing  estate  of  26  houses  was  partially 
completed  at  Devonshire  Avenue,  New  Whittington,  and 
during  the  year  15  persons  from  4 houses  subject  to 
Demolition  Orders  under  Section  19  of  the  Flousing  Act, 
1930,  were  rehoused  in  4 houses  on  this  estate.  At  the  year 
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end  there  remained  22  of  the  Devonshire  Avenue  estate 
houses  to  be  completed.  The  total  number  of  houses 
demolished  during  the  year  was  132,  and  the  number  of 
houses  upon  which  Demolition  Orders  were  made  was  27. 

The  position  of  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme  on  the 
31st  December,  1935,  was  that  201  houses  had  been 
demolished  and  897  persons  re-housed  from  these  houses, 
while  other  houses  upon  which  action  was  not  complete 
numbered  11. 

Formal  notices  under  Section  17  of  the  Housing  Act, 
1930,  were  served  in  respect  of  53  houses  for  structural 
repair.  The  number  of  houses  repaired  under  this  provision 
was  72  and  included  houses  subject  to  notice  in  1934.  The 
Corporation  had  to  carry  out  the  work  in  default  in  the  case 
of  three  houses  only. 

Other  houses  repaired  as  the  result  of  informal  notice 
numbered  172. 

Housing  Act,  1935 — -Overcrowding  Census. 

A Census  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  under 
Section  1 of  the  above  Act  was  begun  at  the  end  of 
November.  It  was  required  by  the  Act  that  a census  of  all 
working  class  houses  in  the  Borough  be  taken  with  a view 
to  ascertaining  what  dwelling  houses  were  overcrowded,  and 
this  involved  a census  of  13,992  houses,  i.e.,  a census  of  all 
houses  in  the  Borough  with  a rateable  value  of  £20  or 
under.  A census  paper  was  prepared  and  sent  by  post  to  the 
13,992  houses  mentioned  above.  When  all  these  were 
finally  received,  the  work  of  analysis  was  begun  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  the  analysis  was  still  proceeding. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the  number 
of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  period  under 
review,  there  having  been  431  notifications  as  against  274  in 
1934,  this  increase  being  mainly  due  to  there  having  been 
over  100  more  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  1935  than  in  the 
previous  year.  It  is  to  be  noted  that,  during  the  year,  the 
type  of  scarlet  fever  has  been  much  more  severe.  There  is, 
however,  nothing  to  be  alarmed  about  in  these  facts,  as 
scarlet  fever  -tends  to  show  an  increase  in  both  number  of 
cases  and  severity  of  type  about  every  five  years,  and  this  is 
borne  out  by  the  fact  that  there  were  195  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  in  1930  as  against  110  cases  in  1929  and  216  cases  in 
1925  as  against  88  cases  in  1924. 
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It  is  to  be  noticed  that,  coincident  with  this  rise  in  the 
incidence  of  scarlet  fever,  there  has  been  a corresponding 
increase  in  the  Puerperal  Infections  and  Erysipelas  whose 
origin  is  streptococcal  in  type  as  is  that  of  scarlet  fever. 

During  the  year  there  was  a small  outbreak  of  Acute 
Anterior  Poliomyelitis,  commonly  known  as  Infantile 
Paralysis.  Six  of  the  eight  cases  which  occurred  were 
removed  to  hospital  and  one  died.  After  the  period  of 
infectivity  had  expired  an  arrangement  was  come  to  with 
the  Derbyshire  County  Council  whereby  all  these  cases  were 
transferred  to  Bretby  Orthopaedic  Hospital  at  a cost  of  25/- 
per  week  per  child.  1 am  pleased  to  report  that  all  these 
cases  were  making  satisfactory  progress  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  and  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  grateful  thanks  for  the  valuable  co-operation  during  the 
outbreak  of  Dr.  Grierson,  from  Bretby. 

There  is  nothing  to  note  with  regard  to  the  other 
notifiable  diseases,  and  the  hospital  accommodation  has 
proved  cjuite  adequate  during  the  year. 

Ophthalmia  N eonatorum.  Three  cases  of  this  disease 
were  notified  as  compared  with  seven  in  1934.  Two  were 
treated  at  home  and  one  in  hospital  and  all  recovered  with 
unimpaired  vision.  The  arrangements  for  dealing  with  this 
disease  remain  as  in  previous  years  and  are  adequate  and 
efficient. 

Schick  and  Dick  Tests  for  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet 
Fever.  During  1935  all  the  staff  at  Penmore  Isolation 
Hospital  were  Schick  Tested  and  all  found  negative,  and  in 
future  all  new  staff  will  be  so  tested. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria.  During  the  year  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  authorised  by  the  Council  to 
immunise  any  person  reejuesting  it,  and  during  1935  129 
children  were  immunised. 

Disinfection  of  Premises.  Routine  disinfection  of 
premises  and  bedding  is  carried  out  immediately  after 
removal  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  to  hospital,  or  in  home 
nursed  cases,  after  the  period  of  infection  is  over. 

Bacteriological  Work.  Bacteriological  examinations  in 
connection  with  infectious  diseases  are  carried  out  at  the 
County  Health  Laboratory,  Derby,  and  a summary  of  these 
will  be  found  in  Appendix  15. 

Supply  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin.  On  application  to  the 
Health  Department,  or  the  Maternity  Home  during  holiday 
periods,  concentrated  diphtheria  antitoxin  is  supplied  free 
to  all  medical  practitioners  for  use  in  the  Borough. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  period  under  review  77  cases  of  tuberculosis 
were  notified,  and  of  this  number  61  were  pulmonary  and 
16  non-pulmonary  cases.  There  were  60  deaths  from  this 
disease,  which  is  an  increase  of  21  on  last  year’s  figures. 
The  ward  distribution  will  be  found  in  Appendix  19. 

All  Tuberculosis  work  affecting  the  Borough  is  under- 
taken by  the  Derbyshire  County  Council,  and  I would  like 
to  take  this  opportunity  of  extending  my  grateful  thanks  to 
Dr.  Robertson,  the  Area  Tuberculosis  Officer,  for  his  con- 
tinued help  and  co-operation. 

Treatment.  Facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  tuberculosis  in  Chesterfield  are  offered  at  the  Brimington 
Road  Clinic  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays  in  each  week  and  on 
the  first  and  third  Monday  of  each  month.  Sanatorium 
treatment  is  provided  at  Walton  Sanatorium  and  the  Tuber- 
culosis Pavilion  at  Penmore  Hospital,  while  cases  of 
Surgical  Tuberculosis  are  treated  at  Bretby  Hall  Sanatorium. 

A report  on  the  attendance  of  Borough  cases  at  the 
County  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  in  Brimington  Road,  and 
also  on  the  cases  treated  in  the  Tuberculosis  Pavilion  at 
Penmore  Hospital  during  1935,  will  be  found  in  Appendix 
18. 

After  Care.  The  after  care  of  these  cases  is  carried 
out  by  the  County  Health  Visitors,  and  this  work  is  largely 
assisted  by  the  Borough  Welfare  District  Nursing  Com- 
mittee. Grants  towards  nursing  and  the  supply  of  milk  are 
made  in  certain  cases  by  the  County  Council. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  either  the 
Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 
1925,  or  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Midwives  Acts,  1902 — 1926. 

Twenty-five  midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practise 
in  the  Borough  during  1935,  all  of  whom  have  been  regu- 
larly inspected  and  found  to  be  carrying  out  their  work 
satisfactorily. 

During  the  year,  191  “ Medical  Help  ” forms  were 
received  from  midwives,  and  an  analysis  of  these  will  be 
found  in  Appendix  28. 

Any  medical  practitioner  who  attends  a case  of  emer- 
gency at  the  request  of  a midwife  may,  within  two  months 
of  receiving  a medical  help  form,  forward  an  account  for 
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this  service  to  the  Local  Supervising  Authority,  and  during 
1935  claims  were  paid  under  this  heading  to  the  amount  of 
£237  12s.  6d. 

All  cases  for  which  claims  are  made  under  the  above 
by  a medical  practitioner  are  submitted  to  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee,  who  decide,  on  informa- 
tion obtained  by  the  Borough  Treasurer’s  Department,  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  fee  shall  be  reclaimed  from  the  patient. 
During  the  period  under  review  the  fees  collected  amounted 
to  £153  19s.  Od. 

Maternal  Mortality.  There  were  four  deaths  during 
pregnancy  and  parturition,  giving  a maternal  mortality  rate 
of  3.7,  as  against  2.8  for  1934.  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  3.9. 

Infantile  Mortality.  The  number  of  infants  dying 
before  reaching  the  age  of  one  year  was  74,  giving  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  73  as  against  a rate  of  67  for  1934.  This 
increase  is  mainly  due  to  a rise  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  Premature  Birth,  which  numbered  28  as  against  20 
last  year,  and  of  these  28,  23  died  less  than  one  week  after 
birth.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  121  Great  Towns, 
with  which  Chesterfield  is  classified,  was  62. 

Of  the  1,018  children  born  during  1935,  818  or  80  per 
cent,  of  them  attended  the  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

Still  Births.  During  the  year  38  legitimate  and  6 illegi- 
timate still  births  were  registered. 

Home  Visiting.  Home  visiting,  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant duties  of  the  Health  Visitors,  has  been  carried  out 
on  the  same  lines  as  hitherto.  The  Health  Visitors  paid 
6,110  visits  to  the  homes  of  children  under  one  year  of  age, 
and  7,779  visits  to  children  between  the  age  of  one  and  five 
years,  giving  a total  of  13,889  visits  for  1935  as  against 
13,444  visits  for  1934.  The  Health  Visitors  also  paid  794 
visits  to  expectant  mothers  and  318  other  visits. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres.  Clinics  are  held  on  Mondays, 
Tuesdays  and  Wednesdays,  at  the  Maternity  Home;  on 
Mondays  at  the  Adult  .School,  Whittington  Moor;  and  on 
Tuesdays  at  the  New  Whittington  Social  institute. 

Each  child  attending  a centre  is  weighed  weekly,  and 
charts  of  the  weights  and  medical  records  of  the  children 
are  kept.  Advice  is  given  on  feeding  and  minor  infantile 
disorders,  and  cases  which  require  medical  treatment  are 
referred  to  their  own  private  doctor.  During  1935,  1,832 
children  made  18,534  attendances  at  the  Centres,  as  against 
corresponding  figures  of  1,678  and  15,033  for  1934. 
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The  arraiijjements  for  the  dental  treatment  of  children 
under  school  age  attending  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres 
remain  as  before,  and  a summary  of  these  during  the  period 
under  review  will  be  found  in  Appendix  26  (a). 

Ante-Natal  Clinic.  The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  held  at 
the  Maternity  Home  on  Thursdays  and  Fridays.  During 
1935,  436  new  cases  attended  the  Clinics,  and  the  total 
number  of  attendances  was  1,611. 

F oluntary  Help.  1 would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
of  extending  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  Voluntary  Helpers 
who  have  again  during  the  period  under  review  done  very 
useful  work  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

Free  and  Assisted  Milk  Scheme.  Under  this  scheme 
expectant  mothers,  and  children  up  to  the  age  of  three  years, 
are  eligible  for  a supply  of  milk  if  the  family  income  is 
within  the  governing  scale,  and  milk  to  the  value  of  approxi- 
mately £450  was  supplied  during  1935. 

Infant  Life  Protection  (Children’s  Act,  1908,  Sec.  1). 
At  the  beginning  of  1935,  there  were  thirteen  foster-parents 
and  thirteen  children  on  the  register,  while  at  the  end  of  the 
year  the  figures  were  respectively  nine  and  nine.  During  the 
year  the  homes  and  children  have  been  regularly  inspected 
by  the  Health  Visitors,  and  in  all  cases  after  their  visits  the 
reports  have  been  satisfactory. 

Maternity  Home.  During  the  year  under  review,  689 
cases  were  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Home,  an  increase  of 
106  on  last  year’s  figures. 

The  Maternity  Home  is  recognised  as  a training  school 
for  midwives  and  regular  courses  of  lectures  to  midwives 
have  been  given. 

The  summary  of  work  performed  in  the  Home  during 
1934  will  be  found  in  Appendix  25. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  Mackay,  Resident  Medical  Officer, 
for  the  following  report  on  the  work  of  the  Maternity  Home 
during  the  year  under  review  : — 

The  Maternity  Home  has  completed  another  successful 
year,  with  again  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  work  which  it 
has  been  able  to  undertake,  there  having  been  36  beds  avail- 
able for  patients,  instead  of  26  as  previously. 

During  the  last  five  years  the  annual  number  of 
admissions  has  been  gradually  rising,  till  this  year  there 
have  been  689  total  admissions,  which  represents  an  increase 
of  247  as  compared  with  1931. 

The  extra  number  of  beds  has  enabled  more  ante-natal 
cases  to  be  admitted  for  in-patient  treatment,  and  this  is 
always  considered  a most  important  factor  in  maternal 
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welfare  schemes.  There  have  been  53  ante-natal  cases  this 
year,  the  highest  number  ever  admitted  during  a year,  and 
more  than  twice  the  number  which  we  dealt  with  live  years 
ago.  The  number  of  emergency  cases  is  also  high,  51,  which 
represents  an  increase  of  42%  on  1931  figures. 

The  types  of  abnormal  cases  treated  each  year  remain 
fairly  constant,  but  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  all  the  com- 
plications of  pregnancy,  labour  and  the  puerperium  have  not 
increased  proportionately  to  the  increased  number  of  cases. 
Those  which  can  definitely  be  diminished  or  avoided  by  ante- 
natal care  have  not  increased  proportionately,  in  fact,  some 
have  diminished  in  incidence.  For  example,  the  actual 
number  of  cases  of  toxsemia-of -pregnancy  have  fallen  by 
17%  this  year  as  compared  with  1931.  This  means  that  the 
mothers  are  becoming  more  educated  to  realise  the  benefit 
of  taking  full  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered  for  ante- 
natal care,  and  are  earnestly  co-operating  with  the  staff  in 
trying  to  carry  out  the  advice  given. 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  this  year  is  the  same  as  the 
average  for  the  five  years,  in  spite  of  the  increased  number 
of  babies  born.  The  still-birth  rate  of  5.7  is  below  the 
average  for  the  five  years.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  of 
3.18  is  below  the  average  for  the  five  years,  and  is  below  the 
corresponding  rate  this  year  of  3.93  for  England  and  Wales. 
If  all  emergency  cases  are  excluded,  the  maternal  mortality 
rate  for  the  five  years  for  our  booked  cases  is  .43  per  1,000 
births.
